Wh?n the Texas Fublic Service Company re-
quires definite Anformatlion upon the grounh as to elevatione or working points from
vhich to base the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engi-
neering Department not less than three (3) days before such information 1is required.

The Texas Public Service Company is further put upon netlce that they will be requir-
ed to bear the expense of repuiras or replaoement of any underground utility damaged
during the conatruotion of lines named 1n thle resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement 1s out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water nust
be used at intervals during the course of Rackflilling of the ditoches.
